events ho has been unable to show that 
he had any reasonable excuse for being 
there. He had no business at Tolsted’s 
house. 
The ev idence shows that the 
murder was cold blooded and without 
any sort of justification 
or excuse. 
After the murder was committed the 
blod, selfish desperado “ lost his nerve” 
and became an abject coward; fright­ 
ened at men with guns hunting rab­ 
bits, supposing that they were lynchers 
after him. 
Every bush to him became 
an avenging officer and he begs to find 
security in a faraway jail. 
Intending 
to kill or rob Tolsted and then sneak 
back to the led he had engaged at 
Creston unset n, for the purpose of lay­ 
ing a foundation for an alibi, it was a 
most marked retribution of the fates 
that he should become so rattled as to 
rush into the protection of an officer. 
There was considerable disappoint­ 
ment expressed this morning when the 
vast crowd at the court house found 
tbat the defense had closed its case 
with only a couple of witnesses who 
testified briefly to apparently nothing 
of importance in justification of the de­ 
fendant *as confessed. 
Court opened at 9 o’clock this morn­ 
ing and the defense side in the Wenker 
murder case was begun. 
Every seat in the court room wt s 
filled at 9 o'clock; this was owing 
to the fact that it was generally under­ 
stood that Wenker, the defendant, was 
to testify this morning in his own be­ 
half. 
At 10 o’clock this morning the de­ 
fense not being quite ready to start in 
with their case, a recess was taken ft. 
half an hour and the jurors allowed to 
take a walk and get some sunshine and 
exercise. 
The jury and bailiffs were decorated 
this morning with some very pretty 
roses, the Baird Hot House taking this 
opportunity 
to 
do a little adver­ 
tising. 
Wenker has shown remark a ble nerve 
so far and seems to have every confi­ 
dence in his attorneys to save his life. 
After it was supposed to have been 
settled that Wenker would testify, a 
throng of people started for the court 
room, but were refused admittance by 
the sheriff on account of the fact that 
the court room was already crowded to 
its full capacity. 
Before the defense commenced their 
case* the state asked the privilege of 
recalling one of their witnesses, which 
was granted. Deputy Sheriff McGowan 
was thereupon called to the stand and 
testified that the defendant Wenker 
was above the age of 21 years. 
Clarence Gardner, city attorney of 
Koehelle, who was of the first witnesses 
for the defense, testified to the width 
of the hallway in the barn where the 
killing was done, which was about 10 
feet. 
The gasoline engine which was 
in there at the time wa« , he said, about 
seven feet wide and 14 or 15 feet long. 
The object of this witness being to 
show the narrow space where the de­ 
fendant and Tolsted are supposed to 
have had the trouble and that Wenker 
was forced to defend himself on ac­ 
count of his not being able to get 
away. 
H. W. Woodyatt, City Marshal of 
i 
this city was the next witness. 
He 
swore to the conversation before men­ 
tioned with Max Boas (state witness 
who told of a conspiracy to rob Tol­ 
sted) in front of Donovans saloon, 
about ten days ago. 
That he came up 
there under the influence of liquor and 
among other things said he was the 
fellow who had made a damn fool of 
himself down at the Bishop Hotel about 
this case. 
This in his testimony Boas flatly de­ 
nied but it will probably somewhat im­ 
peach his testimony. 
Those who had come to hear Wenker 
testify were greatly disappointed when 
the defense rested its case at this 
point. 
The crowded condition of the court 
room this morning was repeated this 
afternoon long before the time arrived

the same time it is o nly human nature to 
think o f tho co nsequences to o neself, ill 
o r go o d. 
A man has to sto p to co nsider 
whether o r no t he is go ing to be sho t o r is 
go ing to lo se his life fro m yello w fev er. 
Then ho must co nsider tho o ppo rtunity 
that will he giv en him to earn distinctio n 
in the field and what that may mean after 
his return ho mo . 
“ Bro adly speaking, the successful men 
o f this war will be thesuccessful po liticians 
o f the future. 
Tho American peo ple hav e 
always rewarded their so ldiers with po litic­ 
al preferment, and they always will. 
E v i­ 
dence o f this is fo und in tho largo number 
o f so ldiers o f tho war between the states, 
Co nfederate o r ex-Co nfedo rafce, who are 
no w in the senate and bo use o f representa­ 
tiv es, tho ugh that war came to an end a 
third o f a century ago . The civ il war pro ­ 
duced so great an effect that fo r many 
years after it was o v er men who had no t 
been to tho fro nt sto o d small chance in 
po litical riv alry with tho se who had been 
to the fro nt. The war wit h 28pain may no t 
pro v e so efftxMiv o in o pening the do o rs o f 
po pular fav o r, but unless 1 miss my guess 
many a man no w successful In po litics 
will so o n lind himself cro wded o ut by the 
hero who co mes Imo k fro m the war and 
enjo ys a larger measure o f tho public’s 
admiratio n. 
T h e S o ld ie r ’s R e w ar d . 
“ This is as it sho uld bo ,” co ncluded the 
o ld senato r. “ The labo rer is wo rthy o f his 
hire and tho so ldier o f his reward. 
The 
men who light the co untry’s buttles sho uld 
bo pushed to tho fro nt when it co mes to 
passing aro und tho ho no rs which the po o 
pie hav e to besto w. No matter ho w peace­ 
ful may be o ur po licy, there will always lie 
mo re o r lo ss danger o f frictio n with fo r 
eign po wers, and a natio n witho ut fight­ 
ing men and the lighting spirit is po o r in­ 
deed. 
The way to hav e lighting man is to 
reward them, no t with pensio ns, unless 
they are hurt, but with tho admiratio n, 
tho respect and the ho no rs o f the co m m u­ 
n ity.” 
The war with Spain is yo ung yet, but 
the wo rld ha !,. ,1 a pretty go o d o ppo rtu­ 
nity already to s. > what capacity fo rnuv d 
and military o rganizatio n the American 
republic has. 
The wo rld has been asto n­ 
ished at tho rapidity with which we hav e 
put o ur nav y and o ur army in lighting 
trim. 
Ail o v er Euro jie they hav e had a 
rather po o r idea o f tho military po wer o f 
tho United States. 
They hav e v astly un­ 
derestimated what this co untry cun do 
when it is ro used. The principal cause o f 
their erro neo us estimate is fo und in the 
fact that we keep such a small standing 
army. 
In Euro pe tho standing armies are 
numbered by the hundreds o f tho usands 
and uuturaliy, therefo re, the Euro peans 
hav e fallen Into the habit o f sneering at 
the military po wer o f tho American re­ 
public, where the regular army In times 
o f peace co nsists o f hut 35,000 men. 
It is literally true that thro ugho ut Eu­ 
ro pe an idea has gro wn up, amid all 
classes sav e tho se which are best info rmed, 
that the United States co uld bo easily 
whipped. 
There was no exaggeratio n in 
the sto ry which represented .Spanish o ffi­ 
cers at Hav ana threatening to land tro o ps 
in Flo rida and to inarch strtdght o n to 
New Yo rk, capturing 
Washingto n and 
o ther cities en ro ute. 
The Spanish r e a l l y 
believ ed they co uld do it. 
Our friends 
the enemy, as well as mo st Euro peans, 
wo uld Iw unable to appreciate the humo r 
as well as tho truth o f the reply whio h an 
American is suid to hav e made to the 
Spanish threat to march an army fro m 
Key West to Manhattan: 
“ Yes, yo u m ig h td o it if the pnlicedidn’t 
sto p yo u. ” 
A Ro ftult o f th e W ar. 
A certain result o f the war is go ing to 
bo the building o f a really gro at American 
nav y. 
Ten years hence, it is predicted by 
well info rmed men here, the nav y o f tho 
I o iled .States w ill be nearly equal to that 
o f Franco and rank third amo ng the na 
\ it's o f the wo rld 
After the o bject lesso n 
which we hav e just had in the v alue o f a 
big nav y when it is really needed there 
an lie little do ubt that co ngress will make 
mo re liberal appro priatio ns 111 the future. 
No thing is truer than the o ld saying that 
when a man wants a gun he wants it 
quick, and so it is with a natio n and a 
nav y. 
Because o f o ur un prepared ness tho 
United States had to rush into tin-market 
with o ur $50,uo o .uo u buying ev erything 
that co uld l>o had at sellers prlees, and uf 
co urse in this way a go o d deal o f mo ney 
w as squandered. 
t he o bjectio n is made by a go o d many 
peo ple that a great nav y co sts to o much 
mo ney no t o nly to build it, but to keep it 
go ing. 
The argum ent is adv anced that 
all this mo ney may be thro wn awav , n> 
o ur chances to u>e warships co me abo ut 
twice o r thrice in a century, hut o v en it 
wars do no t co me and the ships are nut 
needed there is co mpensatio n in the fai t 
that tlie mo ney is spent amo ng o ur o wn 
peo ple 
Emplo yment, to r many tho usands 
o f men is fo und in getting o ut the raw 
materials, in 
fashio ning the plates, in 
building the engines, in easting the guns 
and in m anning the big ships when th. \ 
are finally ready fo r co mmissio n. A great 
nav y may be co stly, but it> nminteiiam ■ 
helps to pro mo te pro sperity it co nsidered 
purely as an eco no mic pro blem. 
The present tro uble with Spain is pretty 
sure to demo nstrate o n what lines o ur na 
v al extensio n sho uld go .

Columbia

sponsible inmates a frisky little kitten 
which through the period of its early 
infancy was just like any ordinary k it­ 
ten, but as time went on gave promise 
of becoming a beautiful and imposing 
tomcat. 
As the years rolled around the

The Britons themselves were quite 
unable to construct a bridge of any kind 
unless in the primitive methods observ­ 
ed at Post bridge and Two bridges, on 
Dari moor, by a slab of stone laid across 
two bowlders. The work, therefore, was 
certainly undertaken by Roman eng i­ 
neers. We have, in the next place, to in ­ 
quire what kiud of bridge was built at 
that time by the Romans. 
They built 
bridges of wood and of stone. 
Many of 
these stono bridges still remain; in oth­ 
er cases the pieces of hewn stone still 
remain. 
The bridge over the Thames, 
however, was of wood. 
This is proved 
by the fact that bad it been of the solid 
Roman construction in stone the piers 
would be still remaining; also by tho 
fact that London had to be contented 
with a wooden bridge till the year 
1176, when the lirst bridge of stone was 
commenced. 
Considerations as to the comparative 
insignificance of London in the first cen­ 
tury, us to the absence of stone in the 
neighborhood and as to the plentiful 
supply of the best wood in the world 
from the forests north of the city con­ 
firm ttye theory that the bridge was built 
of wood. 
We have only, therefore, to 
iearu 
how 
Homan 
engineers 
built 
bridges of wood elsewhere in order to 
know bow they built a bridge of wood 
over the Thames.—Pall Mall Gazette.
